appearance of terrific grandeur which 
beggars description. All South Wheel- 
ing is i n u n d a t e d ; boats can now pass 
over houses which were considered be- 
yond the reach of the river—•many fa- 
milies have lost every thing, and are 
now w i t h o u t homes. 


The distress, and loss, which this un- 


precedented occurrence haJoccasioned 
is beyond 
calculation—for 
the 
last 


twelve hours, dwellings, barns, wheat, 
and hay stacks, flour, whiskey, pork, 
Sec. have been floating down in such 
quantities, as to show that the loss a- 
bove has been immense.— But the flood 
Avili be most severely felt below.— Ma- 
rietta, and other places lying below tbe 
level of Wheeling- must be entirely un- 
der water—tbe situation of families 
driven from their homes by the irre 
sistihle element, and forced to seek 
safety on the hills, without food or shel- 
ter, is truly distressing. 


The inhabitants are watching the ri- 


sing waters with intense anxiety—a 
further rise would be attended with tbe 
most dreadful 
consequences. 
I fear 


many lives are already lost; families re- 
siding on tbe bank of the river, and on 
islands, will remove from the first to 
the second story, and thus procrasti- 
nate their departure, until retreat is cut 
off. 


Zanes' island is completely covered. 


an occurrence which has not taken 
place before within the memory of man 
— the cattle on the island are up to their 
•middle in water, bellowing most dole- 
fully ; indeed, the whole scene is one 
tending to excite feelings of the deep- 
est melancholy. 


It is a curious fact, illustrative ofthe

performed in the Capitol ; and that the 
President of the Senate and Speaker ol 
the House of Representatives be autho 
rised to make application to John A 
Washington, of Mount Vernon, for the 
Body of George Washington, lo be re- 
moved and deposited in the Rotunda 
of the Capitol, at Washington City, on 
the 22d insi. ; and that they prescribe 
the order of such ceremonies as they 
may deem suitable to the occasion.— 
After some appropriate remarks by 
Mr. Cluy, a debate ensued on the reso 
lution, which continued during a great 
part of the day. It was opposed by 
Mr Forsyth, Mr. Tazcwell, and Mr. 
Tyler ; and was advocated by Mr.

Everett, Hunt, Doddridge, Wicklifte, 
Drayton, Sutherland, Burges, Wayne, 
Adams, Archer, and Howard, addres- 
sed the House in support of the resolu- 
tions ; and Messrs. McCoy, (of Va.) 
Gordon, Coke, Thompson, McDufiic, 
Alexander, Clayton, Johnston, Carson, 
Cambreleng, Root, Collier, and Clay, 
(of Alabama) in opposition to them — 
The question being at length taken, it 
was decided in favor of the resolutions 
—109 to 76.

So the House concurred with the 


joint Committee in their report recom- 
mending an adjournment of both Hou- 
ses on Jhe 22d ; religious services by the 
Chaplains that day, and a removal of 
the remains of Washington from their 
sepulchre at Mount Vernon, to the 
crypt prepared for them in the Capitol 
(immediately beneath the centre of the 
Rotunda) together with such ceremo- 
nial observances as may be agreed upon 
by the presiding officers of both houses. 


In the course of the debate Mr. Cam- 


breleng moved, but subsequently with- 
drew, an amendment proposing the e- 
rection of a monument over the l<>mb 
at Mount Vernon, and gave notice that 
he should, at some future time, bring 
forward a distinct proposition for a si- 
milar object. 


The grounds on which ihe. resolu- 


tions were advocated were, the debt of 
national gratitude ; the obligation con- 
tracted by Congress in consequence of 
its resoluiion adopted in 1799, and the 
consent of Mrs. Washington, at that 
time given to the proposed removal of 
the remains ; the common right of the 
whole country in the dust of Washing 
ton as a public treasure ; the propriety 
of its being deposited in a city called 
after his name, and in the Capiiol, the 
site of which he had himself designa- 
ted, and where was scaled thai lull 
Government which he had, mure than 
any other man, contributed t» estab- 
lish ; ihe salutary effect «pon posterity,; 
and the vindication of the national ho- 
nor in the sight of the world. 


It was opposed as not being in ron- 


sonance. wiih the spirit of a Republican 
Government, as lending to vain pride 
and ostentation ; as violating ?he sanc- 
tity of the tomb ; as conlravesuinj; ihe 
provisions of Washington's Will ; as 
violating the rights of Virginia ; as in- 
terfering with a resolution of her Le- 
gislature providing for the. removal oJ 
the. body to Richmond ; as separating 
him fi om the remains of his wife and 
of his kindred ; as desecrating Mojiur 
Vernon, and breaking the association 
; 


between that place and ihe memory of, 
Washington; as being inconsistent with j 
the modesty and humility of the dc-i 
ceased patriot; as leaving his remains j 
on a spot which, by the disruption of j 
the Union,/niqjht become a foreign soil; i 
or which, by the removal of the Seal 
of Government, might he deprived of 
whatever cljim it might now hai-c to 
the possession of his ashes; and finally, 
as superfluous and useless, inasmuch 
us Washington's monument is in the 
hearts of his countrymen, and no fune- 
real pomp, no mausoleum, however 
costly, can add any thing to his glory, 
or the veneration-in which he will e\er 
be held. 


The debate was conducted with good 


temper and decorum. 


On the following day, a joint resolu- 


tion was introduced imo the House of 
Representatives, and unanimously pas- 
sed both Houses, for associating the 
remains of the consort of Washington 
with his own in their disinterment at 
Mount Vernon, k re-interment in their 
appropriate Mausoleum, the Capitol of 
the Union. 


Another joint resolution was past, 


inviting the President of the U. States, 
James Madison, Charles Carroll, of 
Carrollton. the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, the Secretaries of State, of the 
Treasury, of War, Sc of Navy, the Posl 
Master General and Attorney General 
of the U. States, wit!) the relatives of 
Gen. Washington, to attend the great 
ceremony determined upon by the two 
Houses on tbe preceding day. 


A resolution was also reported, au- 


thorising the President of the U. States 
to procure the execution, in marble, ol 
a f u l l length pedestrian statue of Gen. 
Washington, to be placed in the centre 
of the Rotunda of the Cupitol.

CcnlKnnui'y Cor/trneinornlion. 


Our readers w i l l perceive that the 


two Houses of Congress have resolved 
lo commemorate the approaching An- 
niversary of the Birth Day of ihe Fath- 
er of his Country, by appropriate ser- 
vices, and by the removal of his re- 
mains, and those of his consort, to the 
Seat of Government, and depositing 
them at the base of the Capitol. 


The death of Gen. Washington oc- 


curred on tbe 14th day of Dec 1799— 
and the news of ihe event was commu- 
nicated to Congress by the President of 
the U. Stales on the 10th of the same 
month. 
Both Houses adjourned, after 


passing a resolution appointing a joint 
committee to report measures suitable 
to the occasion. 
On the 23d. Mr. Mar- 


shall, (now Chief Justice) from that i 
joint committee, m»de a report, in the 
House of Representatives—in conse- 
quence of w h i c h the following Resolu- 
tions were unanimously agreed to in that 
House, and concurred in by the Senate : 


"Resolved by tin- Pcnate and House of Re- 


presentatives of tlie United States of America 
n Congress assembled, That a Marble Monti- 
nent be erected by the United States, in the 
Capitol, at the City of Washington ; and that 
lie family of Gen Washington be requested 
o permit his body to be deposited under it ; 
UK! that the Monument be so designed a.-s to 
ommemorate the great events of his military 
ind political life. 


"And be it further resolved, That the Pre- 


sident of the United States be requested to 
direct a copy of these resolutions to be trans 
Tiitted to Mrs. Washington, assuring her of 
the profound respect Congress will everbt-ar 
o her person and character ; of their coiulo- 
ence on the late afflicting dispensation of 
providence; and entreating- her assent lo the 
nterment of the remains of Gen. George 
Washington, in the manner expressed in ihe 
irst resolution." 


This was the pledge solemnly given 


y Congress, and to this clay unrevo- 
ed and unredeemed, to which il is 
proposed to give effect on the memo- 
•ahle occasion of the approaching Cen- 
tennial Birth-Day of Washington. The 
assent of the bereaved widow to the 
x-quest of Congress, communicated to 
ler through Uie President of the Uni- 
ted States, was given in the following 
touching terms : 


"Mount }re.nwn. Dec. 31, 1799. 


"Slit: While I feel, with keenest an- 


guish, the late dispensation of Divine 
Jrovidence, I cannot be insensible to 
he mournful tributes of respect and 
veneration which are paid to the mem- 
>ry of my dear deceased husband—and 
is his best services and most anxious 
wishes were always devoted to the \vel- 


re and happiness of his country, to 


uiow that they were truly appreciated 
and gratefully remembered, affords no 
nconsi derabic consolation. 


"Taught by that great example I 


lave so long had before me. never lo 
>ppose my private wishes lo the public 
will. 1 must consent to the request made 
>y Congress, which you have had the 
goodness to transmit to me—and, in 
loing this, I need not, I cannot, say 
what a sacrifice o! individual feeling 1 
nuke lo a sense of public duty.

The Flood.—On Saturday last, all of 


our rivers rose above their embank- 
ments—the Allegheny, Monongahela 
and Ohio, and produced a scene of 
waste, destruction and distress, never 
before witnessed here, and seldom ex- 
perienced by people inhabiting regions 
subject to inundations. 
The 
waters 


were considerably higher than they 
were ever known to be before. 
People 


residing on the islands and the margins 
of the rivers were driven from their ten- 
ements, and several buildings were lit- 
e''a!ly swept away. 
Wherever the tor-
